CONNECTICUT. 


H a r t f o r d , November 3d.—With five towns to 
hear from, this State gives Oirfield 65,740, Hancock 
62,879, Weaver 769, Dow 333. Total vote, 129,727. 
Garfield’s plurality, 2,867 ; majority over ail, 1,765. 


H a r t f o r d , November 3d.—P . Q . Barnum ( R e p .) 
is defeated for the State Senate. The Senate stands 
16 Republicans, 5 Democrats. 


H a r t f o r d , November 3d.—The total vote of Con­ 
necticut, lacking the small town of Hamden, gives 
131,913 for President and 131,639 for Governor. Gar­ 
field received 66,661, Hancock 64,046, Weaver 814, 
Dow 335. 
Garfield’s plurality, 2,618. Bigelow’s 
(Rep.) majority for Governor is 1,138, and his plu­ 
rality 2,383. The Legislature will Btar.d 10 Republi­ 
cans to 5 Democrats in the Senate, and 165 Republi­ 
cans to 83 Democrats, 1 Independent and I Green- 
backer In the House. Republican majority on joint 
ballot, 93. 
Last year it was 90. 


COLORADO. 


Dbsvbr, November 3d.—Forty-nine towns and 
precincts, coveriug about one-half of the State, give 
Garfield 2,840 majority. The balance of the State 
will probably Increase these figures. 


D r n v f.r , November 3d.—Returns from 78 towns 
and precincts, comprising over half of the State, 
and including this city and Leadville, nearly com­ 
plete, give Garfield 3,101 majority. Pitken (Rep.), 
for Governor, lias 4,000. 
Belford (Rep.), for Con­ 
gress, is 600 or 700 ahead of Garfield. The Legisla­ 
ture is three-quarters Republican. The above ma­ 
jorities may be slightly decreased by later returns. 
This city gives Pitkin over 900 and Oarfield 500 
majority. 


VEIAW AK E. 


W il m in g t o n , November 3d.—Returns from all the 
election districts in the State, except two in Kent 
county, the majorities of which are estimated upon 
the vote of the election last September, shows a 
Democratic majority of 1,045. Two-thirds of the 
Legislature is Democratic, as-uring the return of 
Bayard to the Senate. The Republicans elect their 
whole ticket in Newcastle county by a majority of 
about 100,

GEORGIA. 


M acon, November 3d.—The vote is small. J. 
Blount is elected to Congress. 


ILLINOIS. 


C h ic a g o , November 3d.—Returns from the city 
complete give a total vote of 81,000, of which Gar­ 
field had 42,484, Hancock 37,713—a Republican ma­ 
jority of 4,771. In the county Garfield had 54,312, 
Hancock 43,672—a ltepubl can majority of 10 740. 
This is a Republican gain in the county of over 11,­ 
000, as compared wi;h the election of 1876. 
The 
vote in both city and county was the largest by 
5,000 ever cast. 
Weaver’s vote was insignificant. 
The returns on Congressmen are aonicwhat scant, 
but it is likely that Farwell and Aldrich will have a 
majority approaching 5,000, and Davis will have 
from 1,000 to 2,000. 
There is nothing more definite 
as to tlie Congressional delegation of the State, but 
the Republicans gained one certainly, and possibly 
three.

THE NEED OF ELECTORAL REFORM. 


Every Presidential election brings into 
prominence the clumsy and unsatisfac­ 
tory nature of the machinery by which we 
choose our chief magistrate. 
The obsolete­ 
ness and unreliability of the electoral college 
has been so fully and frequently demon­ 
strated that it would seem mere useless it­ 
eration to recur to the enbject did not our 
politicians show themselves deaf to the 
popular demand for reform in the prem­ 
ises. 
The whole m atter of casting the pop­ 
ular vote for President and Vice President 
needs to be rearranged, and on such a basis 
th a t majorities may tell as they should, 
and not, as now, be absolutely wasted. 
Here for example comes Iowa, with a 
plurality of some 80,000 for Garfield, and 
it does him no more good in the end 
than a majority of 1,000 would. 
Here 
then are 79,000 people practically dis­ 
franchised, for th at is w hat it amounts to, 
and the same rem ark of course applies to 
every State where the majorities are large. 
The tru th is th at the present system is 
irrational, stupid, in direct opposition to the 
fundamental 
principles 
of 
republican 
government, 
and, in fact, operates as 


th o u g h it had been expressly contrived to 
interfere with and thw art the free ex­ 
pression of the people’s will. 
The only 


philo so p h ical scheme for such a purpose is 
one w h ich gives weight to all the affirma­ 
tive votes. 
Such a scheme would render 
im possible such a complication as arose four

THE 
POPULAR JUDGMENT. 


Again it has been intimated to the Dem­ 
ocratic party th at its politics are not ac­ 
ceptable to the country, and th at it ¡3 not 
regarded as deserving of confidence. When 
we consider what its methods were, and 
reflect upon the cumulative folly and rash­ 
ness of its positions, we can only wonder 
th at there should ever have been any doubt 
as to the outcome. For the Democrats had 
so arranged their plans that, in order to 
indorse them, the people must have sur­ 
rendered all pretensions to common sense, 
and therefore the contest was a one-sided 
one from the beginning. 
To any other 
party than the Democrats we should be 
disposed to believe that this defeat would 
bring wisdom and purer methods, but when 
we recall the past tw enty years, we feel 
that we should not be justified in inferring 
the probability of any such change. 
The 
Democracy has been defeated primarily 
because it deserved to be defeated, and de­ 
served nothing else. 
I t is not necessary 
to beat about for recondite reasons. 
The 
case is plain and clear. 
The Democratic 
party made a thoroughly dishonest tight, 
on 
false 
principles, and with 
corrupt 
and 
foul 
methods, 
and 
it 
has 
been 
punished as every party which so degrades 
itself ought to be punished. 
Far the 
Northern Democracy there is no sympathy 
at all demanded. 
The Southern Democ­ 
racy, which in many respects is superior to 
its ally, will very probably realize the 
futility of any further reliance upon the 
solid South plan. 
That plan has had the 
precise affect predicted for it. 
I t has 
made a solid North. 
Nothing else was to 
have been anticipated, and yet the Demo­ 
crats thought th at their Southern practices 
\*-oul<i posit unnoticed, and 
off 
stealing 138 electoral votes at the South 
they could contest on equal terms for the 
47 N orthern votes which were still neces­ 
sary to them. 
I t is hard to say whether 
the impudence or the fatuity of this idea 
predominated. 
The result is a fresh 
proof of the actual inability of Democratic 
politicians of the present time to form an 
intelligent estim ate of the tendency of pub­ 
lic opinion. 
W hether it is because these 
persons associate only with men of their 
own politics we do not know, but though 
the national election returns of the last 
tw enty years are pregnant with informa­ 
tion and instruction for them, they appear 
never to realize th at the devices they have 
already failed w ith so frequently are obso­ 
lete and exploded. 
In this instance they 
seemed to think th at they were striking 
out a new line in trusting everything to 
abuse of the Republican candidate. 
One 
of their own brightest men, Alexander 
Stephens, of Georgia, told them plainly 
that if they adopted th at method they 
would elect Garfield, but they would not 
listen to any such warnings, and as they 
proceeded threw off even common decency. 
How fatal their blunder was they now 
have leisure to realizo, and how grave a 
mistake they made in committing the 
charge of the campaign to a man like 
Barnum. 
All his ideas were venal and 
base, and his supposed brilliant inven­ 
tions were precisely those w hieh did his 
party the most harm. 


The lessons of this election are plentiful, 
and they m ust be taken to heart by the 
Democrats if the latter expect ever to win 
a vietory. 
The conclusions which may he 
regarded as established are as follows : 
There must be no organ’zed interference 
with the freedom of the franchise, as in the 
solid South. 
There must be no repudia­ 
tion of princip'es, as in the case of the cu r­ 
rency and the tariff. 
The decencies of 
civilized life must be respected. 
Calumny, 
slander, fraud, forgery, and wholesale lying 
must be abandoned as campaign weapons. 
Parties must make it plain that they not 
only have principles, but that they have 
convictions. 
The time for putting soldiers 
in the Presidency has passed. 
Henceforth 
only trained civilians must be elevatid to 
th at pffice, 
Covert hostility to the legis­ 
lation of the war period must be aban­ 
doned. 
Covert movements for the pre­ 
sentation of Southern claims m u3tbe aban­ 
doned. 
All these questions may be said to 
have been adjudicated, and the popular 
judgment is not only final but eminently 
sound and just. 
If this last and most 
severe repulse teaches the Democratic 
leaders th at honesty is the best policy 
It will be worth all it costs them. 
They 
could not have done their country more 
harm than in winning a victory by the 
methods they had adopted in this cam­ 
paign. 
If they retain any lingering senti­ 
ment of patriotism, they will come to re­ 
alize this presently. The country, however, 
has been saved from a very great danger, 
and in such a way as to put that danger 
far off for the future. 
The evil experi­ 
ments in politics have cnlminated, and it 
is a safe prediction th at they will be 
eschewed in the next campaign as demon­ 
strated failures. 
B etter and more diguified 
policies will be employed, if only because 
they are found indispensable. 
I t may, 
therefore, be confidently expected th at our 
Presidential politics will be comparatively 
pure for some time to come, and, in fact, as 
long as the other methods appear to be 
unprofitable. 
And if the necessity of 
finding not only principles but convictions 
shall compel the Democratic party to reor­ 
ganize with new views and new leaders, 
the change will be hailed with satisfaction 
by a country which is thoroughly tired of 
the organization in its present form. 


it ought to dissolve it, thongh it is never 
safe to predict w hat will be done by those 
who evidently have not thus far been guided 
so much by reason as by prejudice. 
If the 
South understood its own interests, it 
would dissolve the league. 
Precisely so ; 
but then if it had understood its own in­ 
terests it would not have formed the 
league. 
Having shown its incapacity to 
frame rational policies already, it m ust be 
regarded as possible th at it will be ham­ 
pered by the same weakness in the future. 
If the South realized its own best good, it 
would long since have 
dissolved p art­ 
nership with the N orthern Democracy, 
with which in tru th it can have very little 
sympathy. 
But apparently it has to learn 
everything by painful experience ; therefore 
while it must perceive th at its solidity has 
thus far brought it only failure and disap­ 
pointment, it is by no means certain that 
it will abandon the experiment at once. 
One reason fob this is that a solid South 
really does represent the spirit of section­ 
alism which prevails there, and which has 
no parallel in any other part of the coun­ 
try. 
Various causes, but mainly slavery, 
have contributed to make the Southern 
people intensely sectional, anti this spirit is 
one of the greatest hindrances both to their 
political and commercial success.

THE LAW 
OF 
MUTUAL 
HELP. 


A t the Congress of Russian Naturalists 
and Physicians, held in January last, Pro­ 
fessor J. Kessler delivered an address on 
the law* of mutual help, which he urged 
was entitled to a place by the side of Dar­ 
win’s law of the struggle for existence. 
Having given a brief sketch of the theory 
of the struggle for existence, Professor 
Kessler remarked th at it did not play the 
only part in organic development. 
By 
the operation of the reproductive instinct, 
there was developed in the different an­ 
imal races a strong inclination for a closer 
association of the sexes, as well among in­ 
dividuals as in the whole group, under 
which 
the members of a society, of 
the whole 
species or family to which 
they 
belonged, were 
impelled to as­ 
sist 
each 
other 
in 
the 
struggle 
for 
existence. 
He hail observed numerous 
instances in which, after the death of the 
male, the female died, and conversely, or 
parents with the greatest self-denial sacri­ 
ficed themselves for the protection of their 
young. 
AH such examples showed that 
the reproductive instinct bound groups of 
related animals to each other through the 
law which he had enunciated. 
The prin­ 
ciple ttas not limited to sexual association, 
but was exhibited ttherever mutual help 
appeared to be necessary. 
As an example, 
tne case wa3 cited of a group of beetles 
tthich would combine their forces with se­ 
vere exertion to drag away a dead mouse. 
Further, ants and bees illustrate the opera­ 
tion of the law in a high degree. 
The 
principle is developed with especial promi­ 
nence in mankind. 
Only vby the most 
powerful co-operation could men have suc­ 
ceeded in reaching the degree of civiliza­ 
tion which the race has attained.

While speculation in stocks has been 
active, at timee assuming unusual propor­ 
tions, the other exchanges have not been 
materiafly larger than they were in October, 
1879. The fact that they have beeu so large, 
however, in spite of the political excitement, 
that they compare favorably with the most 
active months of last year, notwithstanding 
some decline in prices, shows a remarkable 
volume of business, and gives reason to 
believe that the removal of political uncer­ 
tainties must 
be followed 
by a period 
of great prosperity. 
Iu one respect the busi­ 
ness of October, 1880, has been much more 
satisfactory than that of October, 1879 Then 
a large proportion of the transactions were 
speculative, and prompted by an unnatural 
advance iu prices. The collapse of specula­ 
tion came speedily, and then it became appa­ 
rent that much of the seeming increase in 
business had been unwholesome and tempo­ 
rary. This year there has been but little 
speculative excitement, except in stocks, and 
the demand for commodities and the prices of 
them have not beeu so affected as to mischiev­ 
ously disturb the natural relations of supply 
and demand, 
in short, buainess seems to be 
much more healthy than it was one year ago, 
and the volume of business which is strictly 
legitimate and healthy in character is much 
larger.

Mayor Kalloch asked Dr. Meares, the 
Health Othcer, to state the object of the 
meeting. 
Dr. Meares said he had called the members 
of the Board together for the purpose of con­ 
sultation with reference to the development 
of smallpox. For two or three months occa­ 
sional cases of smallpox have been reported— 
one or two a week. 
On Monday last 17 rases 
were reported, 13 yesterday and six or seven 
to-day. There are, therefore, 36 or 37 new 
cases within two days. All of the victims 
are respectable men and women, and none 
have any idea how they contracted the 
disease. They were scattered all over the 
city—on the high lands, at the Mission, 
in the central portion and at the water front. 
I am sending them out to the Peet house as 
fast as possible, but one ambulance cannot do 
the work. There are several patients now in 
the city that I have not been able to send out. 
The Pest-house ambulance horse is broken 
down and cannot do the work. 
We have 
an old ambulance, open behind, which might 
be used in mild cases. 
We mhrht utilize 
hacks, as I have done before. Some prefer 
to pay for hacks to carry them out. More 
force is wanted at the hospital. 
After a desultory conversation, it was agreed 
that Dr. Meares would appoint such nurses 
and vaccinators as are deemed necessary, 
upon consulting with the members of the 
Board. 
Dr. Do>-.gIaa3 suggested that the Health 
Office be kept open day and night all the year 
round. 
No action was taken on the suggestion, and 
the Board then adjourned.
